A temporary sidewalk U> 
alleviate pedestrian traffic 
concents along 15th Ave. in 
front of the new high school 
will not go ahead, at least 
for now. 


Town council had asked 
administration to look into 
a temporary solution |)ond- 
ing the possibility of a grant 
through the Canada-Alberta 
Municipal Rural 

Infrastructure Fund that 
would offer a pennanent 
solution. 


But after listening to 
administration’s t houghts, 
the costs of even temporary 
solutions wore consider'd 
too high and council opted 
instead to direct adminis¬ 
tration to continue to seek 
funding for the entire proj¬ 
ect through the CAMRIF 
grant. 

Councillor Ryckman wor¬ 
ried the temporary material 
wouldn’t hold up to weath¬ 
er conditions, erosion, etc. 

And Development Officer 
Robert Wigg agreed, saying 
the installation of a tempo¬ 
rary sidewalk would likely 
result in a constant mainte¬ 
nance issue. 

“To be quite honest, this is 


a very temporary solution, 
which 1 think would have 
somewhat limited success," 
he said.

Wigg said in his opinion 


there is adequate space to 
walk on both sides of the 
road right now. 

“It’s whether they choose 
to walk there or not,” he 
said. 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
said for now, council will do 
what it can. 

“We’re going to do our 
lx's) to make a place where 
they can walk safely and 
we’d like them to use it 
because we can’t give them 
a permanent solution yet, in 
mid-winter especially,” she 
said. 

The Town will work to 
maintain the surface that is 
currently there and has met 
with students to educate 


them on pedestrian safety. 

CAMRIF gnuit money is 
expected to be announced 
later this month. 

“That’s what we re hoping 
for," said Mayor Moore. 

“That would mean we’d 
be digging up the entire 
road, doing the nuyor over¬ 
haul, which will take c are of 
a lot of the issues we’re hav¬ 
ing now and provide us 
with the kind of infrastruc¬ 
ture we’re going to need for 
the future - sidewalks and 
pipes and everything.” 

If the Town does acquire 
funding for its 15th Ave. 
project, Wigg estimates 
work won’t begin for at 
least a year.

“I guess they figured she 
could come out and help 
them," said the boy’s mom. 

“But she told them to call 
911, so they did then." 

When the boy’s aunt saw 
the ambulance pull up to the 
hospital without its lights 
Hashing, she was worried. 

But co-workers assured 
her they’d been in conununi- 
calion with the ambulance 
and he would be OK. 

He was later transfered to 
the Children’s Hospital in 
Calgary, where doctors 
decided to leave the bullet in 
his leg. 

Police had said they 
believed the bullet was 
removed, but the boy’s mom 
said that’s not the case and 
her son would like to set the 
record straight. 

“The bullet was never 
removed and has not yet 
been removed,” she said. 

“He wants everybody to 
know lie’s got a bullet in his 
leg. He’s 14, right'.’" 

She said (he shooting was 
accidental, despite an ongo¬ 
ing police investigation. 

“As far as I’m concerned it 
is accidental. I’m not sure 
what kind of investigation is 
still going on,” she said. 

“They were hunting and 
they just got goofing around 
and a gun went off and he 
got shot in the leg."

Recruitment efforts stepped up

The* Didsbury Medical 
Clinic has once again been 
left short-handed as its lat¬ 
est addition, Dr. Toye 
Oyelese, has decided to 
leave the practice. 

“CHR told him that he did 
not have to open a clinic in 
order to work at the hospi¬ 
tal.” said Dr. Ash Jaffer. 

“That was his ultimate 
objective and so he 
dropped his clinic duties." 

Dr. Jaffer said Dr. 
Oyelese will continue to 
work at the Didsbury hos¬ 
pital, but his recent deci¬ 
sions have left a bad taste 
in his mouth. 


“We started the new year 
with two fully hooked clin¬ 
ics for him, which he did 
not show up for and didn’t 
even let us know that he 
wasn’t going to show up,” 
said Dr. .Jaffer. 

Dr. Oyelese was only 
with DMC for just over two 
months. 

The last time DMC hired 
doctors, they too left, after 
just two weeks in the 
office. 

So now the clinic is once 
again searching for a 
replacement. 

“Obvioulsy we’re going 
to recruiting for new 
physicians and we’re 
always looking,” said Dr. 
Jaffer. 


“We’re still working with 
the CHR and the Town to 
try and find physicians 
who want a clinical prac¬ 
tice as well as a clinical and 
hospital practice.” 

The Town of Didsbury 
recently sent out a letter to 
local businesses asking for 
their help in the recruit¬ 
ment effort, by offering 
coupons for gift baskets to 
give to interim and new 
doctors. 

Jaffer encouraged the 
action, saying one of the 
biggest obstacles to physi¬ 
cians feeling comfortable 
in small towns is feeling 
welcomed. 

“Having the businesses 
send out the welcoming- 


wagon to help not only 
physicians hut their fami¬ 
lies as well, I think that’s 
one big tool in recruitment 
that we can do as a small 
town,” he said. 

“It gives that small town 

feel* 

Mayor Dorothy Moore 
agreed. 

“There are lots of places 
they could live, but we 
believe Didsbury is a spe¬ 
cial place that we’ve cho¬ 
sen and we think if they get 
to know us that they will 
chose Didsbury as well,” 
she said. 

Moore said a 1995 study 
indicated that approxi¬ 
mately 70 per cent of 
Didsbury residents were

Yonas was known to hang out with 
everyone. 

“He either had something in com¬ 
mon or he made something in com¬ 
mon with every little group,” said his 
cross-country coach, Mark Leggette. 

Anyone who attended his 18th 
birthday party can attest to his popu¬ 
larity. 

“A bunch of us got together and 
barbecued hamburgers and 1 said, 
‘just have a few people in,’” said 
Fulton. 

“I came in and I had kids from 
Carstairs, Olds, everywhere. He had 
everyone from cowboys to skate kids 
and he was just loving life.” 

It was the first birthday party Yonas 
had ever had and looking back, 
Fulton is glad they could give him 
that. Even if for the next two weeks 
he had to help Yonas draw in eye¬ 


brows where friends had shaved the 
hair off. 

“Talk about doing it with a bang,” 
said Fulton. 

Last year when 
! Yonas moved 
| back to Calgary 
j to be with family 
it was the last 
time Fulton 
would see him. 

He left behind 
some clothing, 
track medals and 
YONAS rodeo gear, but 

AMAHAZION never came back 
for them. On Jan. 
2, before hearing 
the news of 
Yonas’s death, Fulton threw it out, 
realizing that after a year, he probably 
wasn’t coming back for it. 

“Now I wish I could have given it to

That was Yonas. There wasn’t anyone 
like him.”

Green bins 


set for April 


A Date has beeen set for the Town of 
Didsbury’s new waste collection sys¬ 
tem. 

Residents can expect to receive their 
green bins this April with collection to 
begin the same month. 

The green bins will collect all com¬ 
post materials, including food waste 
such as vegetables, fruit, solid dairy 
products, pasta, rice, coffee grounds, 
coffee filters, tea bags, egg shells and 
solid fat, as well as yard waste such as 


grass clippings and plant waste. 

Collection of green and black bins 
will operate on an alternate schedule, 
with the black bins being picked up 
every second week and the green col¬ 
lected on alternate weeks. 

The Town of Didsbury received a 
grant application for $53,064.60 to fund 
the program. 

Council and Administration of the 
Town of Didsbury expect the program 
to divert 30-40 per cent of the town’s 


waste from the landfill site, based on 
results achieved by Olds and Sundre 
since introducing their green bin pro¬ 
grams several years ago. 

“With the concern that people have 
over the environment, this is our way of 
helping to improve the environment," 
said Roy Brown, Chief Administrative 
Officer with the Town of Didsbury. 

Material collected from the green 
bins will be delivered to Olds College, 
and later supplied to the Town of 


Didsbury for use in our parks and green 
areas. 

If residents feel that they will require 
an additional black bin for collection of 
regular garbage, additional bins can be 
obtained through the Town of 
Didsbury. Residents using two black 
bins will be charged twice the regular 
rate for garbage collection.

MP Myron Thompson, 
who was on hand to collect 
the stack of petitions, said he 
agreed the penalty for pur¬ 
posely abusing an animal 
should be increased. 

“Tlie jjenalties should be 
very severe,” he said. 

“I think you should do jail 
time. We don’t tolerate that 
kind of treatment of ani¬ 
mals. ” 

He pointed to the close 
link between animal abuse 
and abuse towards humans 
as a major reason he feels a 
change to the animal cruelty 
laws Ls needed. 

“All of the research we 
have taken in has shown that 
those people who choose to 
abuse animals can certainly 
choose to abuse a human at 
any given moment,” he said. 

“The prisons are full of 
{XH)ple like that.” 

Chaney’s Medicine Hat 
team leader, Paula James, 
said the important thing to 
remember Ls that while the 
|x‘tition was spurred on by 
the death of one dog - a lab- 
collie cross named Daisy 
Duke - the Issue Ls much big¬ 
ger than that. 

"This Isn’t just about one 
dog,” she said. “Its about 
these acts that happen every 
day.” 

Chaney said the reason 
she felt compelled to start 
the petition and the reason 
she and her helpers saw it 
through to the end Ls simple. 

“I want to stop people 
from hurting animals. We 
want changes, stiffer penal- 
lies for animal abusers,” she 
said. 

“We don’t think this is a 
joke”

If you want to quit smoking, you’re like the other 55% of smokers 
who said they wanted to quit in a recent Calgary Health Region 
survey. One of the best ways to increase your chances is to talk to a 
doctor. They can recommend strategies for you as well as prescribe 
nicotine replacement therapies (your employee benefits might 
even cover these). 

Another very effective thing to do is to switch up your routines 
and take up new activities to keep you distracted. Try reading 
books.Then working on the house. 

Then going for a walk.Then going to the movies.Then exercising. 
And next thing you know, you will have forgotten about how 
bad you wanted a cigarette and your physical cravings will have 
stopped too. 

In fact, experts recommend quitters should try to change as 
much about their routines as possible to be successful. 

This can mean trying some or all of the activities listed 
above or it can mean changing things about your appearance. 


Like getting a haircut. Or throwing out your old, stinky clothes and 
starting fresh - you’ll have the spare money to afford it, after all. 

It can also mean cutting down on your coffee intake. (Since 
nicotine metabolizes caffeine quickly, if you don’t cut down your 
coffee intake after quitting you will feel nervous and restless and 
more likely to want to smoke.)
